4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claims 7-1 0 and 41 -44: None of the prior art of record, alone or in combination, 
discloses a tissue fixation device including, inter alia, a suture, a first bioimplantable 
pledget having at least one through hole, a first portion of the suture passing through 
the at least one through hole, a first bioimplantable securing element connected to a 
portion of the suture, the first securing element being rotatable from a first orientation to 
second orientation or a first bioimplantable having a sharp tip, and a second 
bioimplantable securing element connected to a second portion of the suture and 
rotatable from first and second positions or a second bioimplantable securing element 
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having a sharp tip, where the device includes a second bioimplantable pledget having at 
least one through hole, and where the first pledget is spaced apart from the second 
pledget to receive tissue therebetween. 

With respect to claims 12-17 and 19-28: None of the prior art of record, alone or 
in combination, discloses a tissue fixation device including, inter alia, a suture, a first 
biocompatible securing element connected to a portion of the suture, the first securing 
element being rotatable from a first orientation to second orientation, and a second 
biocompatible securing element connected to a second portion of the suture and 
rotatable from first and second positions, a deployment instrument having first and 
second tubes, and a first pledget, where the device includes a second pledget having a 
plurality of through holes.
